Tuckawanna 
a Piankishaw In 
dian brave, lived in a Piankishaw 
village near the Wabash river about 
the year 1800, according to a south­ 
ern Illinois story that has been told 
for more than a century. 
Chief of the village was 
Red 
Wings, given this nam e by his pee 
pie because he wore the feathers 
of the redwing blackbird in his 
hair 
Red Wings was a -toed chief and 
was popular 
He believed that his 
people should live rn peace with 
neighboring 
tribes and that the 
hatchet of war must remain buried 
as long as he was chief. He knew 
that his village would be destroyed 
if he led hi- people into a war. 
In this village there lived a fiery 
young warrior called Tuckawanna, 
meaning “ Panther Hound.” He re­ 
ceived this name because he had 
killed near the village a huge pan­ 
ther which feared neither man nor 
beast and which had been killing 
deer near the salt lick 
While hunt 
ing, two Indian warriors from the 
village had been attacked and se­ 
verely injured by the panther. The 
other Indians were afraid to leave 
the village for fear of being attack 
cd by this dreaded beast 
They 
believed in their superstitious way 
that this panther was a superna­ 
tural creature and could not be 
killed 
Kills Panther 
Tuckawanna scoffed at such idle 
talk and showed no fear as the 
other villagers did 
Tuckawanna. 
a brave and shrewd Indian, fash 
inned a large hunting knife and 
made a hiding place in the thicket 


near the salt lick where the deer 
and the elk came during the night 
to lick the salty 
earth 
On the 
third night as the deer cam e down 
the wooded trail to the salt lick 
near where Tuckawanna was hid 
mg, the great panther leaped from 
the bushes onto an unsuspecting 
deer, pinning it to the ground and 
crushing it with its great paws 
As soon as thi^ great animal be 
gan to lap the blood, Tuckawanna 
sprang from hi- hiding place and 
plunged his sharp knife into it- 
heart 
The panther let out an un­ 
earthly scream and died at Tucka 
v anna - feet. 
He 
dragged 
the 
bea-t to the nearby village where 
the others proclaimed him a great 
w arrior and hero for his bravery 
in destroy ing this animal 
Tuckawanna became more arro ­ 
gant, and as time passed he be­ 
cam e restless and did not care to 
hunt the deer and the bear 
He 
loved war and wanted to be chief 
of the v illage 
He denounced Chief 
Red Wings, who favored peace, and 
with fiery zeal and in burning Inn 
guage taunted the villagers with 
memories of past wrongs and bitter 
feuds 
with 
neighboring 
tribes 
H o w e v e r , 
Tuckaw anna s wild 
speeches did not impress his lei 
low men because they were loyal 
to Red Wings 
Body Never Found 
Tuckawanna then became very 
angry and made plans to kill Red 
Wings so that he might become 
the chief of this Piankishaw vil 
lage 
He knew that Red Wings 
was accustomed to going to the 
salt lick at night to hunt deer 
Tuckawanna 
made very careful 
plans and concealed himself be 
hind some logs near a large syca­ 
more tree that stood between the 
river and the trail over which the 
deer traveled to the salt lick 
Tuckawanna waited in hiding and 
when Red Wings came to the tree 
and seated himself. Tuckawanna 
killed Red Wings with one blow of 
his tomahawk 
Red Wings’ body 


fell 
into 
the Wabash 
river and 
never was found. 
After committing this crime, the 
cruel Lackawanna knew he would 
be suspected and accused by the 
v illagers 
He becam e panic strick­ 
en at the thought of almost cer­ 
tain revenge and fled to another 
Indian village at Hanging Rock on 
the Wabash river where he found 
refuge 
In time he was adopted 
into the- tribe. 
Tuckawanna again became bold 
and aggressive and proved himself 
again to be a great hunter and 
warrior; however, he did not tell 
anyone why he had fled from his 
village. 
Rejected Suitor 
Chief of tin' Hanging Rock vil 
Iago was known as the “ Grand 
Door of the Wabash ” His beauti 
fill daughter was called “Nanta 
halo.” meaning “ The Evening Twi­ 
light.’’ 
lier lover was a young 
warrior, Callusaha, meaning “ The 
Sweet Wa t e r s ” Tuckawanna tried 
to win N anta halo from Callusaha, 
but Nantahalo remained true to 
her lov er The old chief liked Tuck 
aw anna very much because of his 
prowess so when Tuckawanna ask 
cd the chief for his daughter the 
chief 
consented 
But Nantahalo 
would have nothing to do with him 
Tuckawanna. .the rejected suitor, 
swore that he would kill Callusaha 
Late one sum m er evening he saw 
Nantahalo sitting on a rock over­ 
looking the Wabash river near the 
village, not knowing that her lover 
Callusaha was hiding guarding his 
sweetheart 
Tuckaw anna walked 
boldly up to Nantahalo and told 
her to flee with him to a Shawnee 
village to the south on the Ohio 
river 
When she refused, he seiz 
cd her and was about to hurl her 
into the raging river below when 
Callusaha came out of hiding. He 
seized Tuckawanna 
by hi 
long 
black hair and plunged a knife 
blade deep into his body and roll 
cd it into the river below. 
Later 
his body was found by some Pian­ 
kishaw hunters from his former 
village 
It was lodged in some 
driftwood near the spot where sev 
eral years before Tuckawanna had 
killed Chief Red Wings 
Yes. 
according to the legend, 
Nantahalo 
and Callusaha 
were 
married and lived happily ever aft 
er

Quoth 
the wily Alsatian: “This fight isn’t 
signed yet. and wouldn’t have been 
unless our terms were met.” 
They had been, he 
s m i l e d . 
Moore’s camp would post the bond 
with Promoter Jim Norris for a 
return within 90 days — if Marci­ 
ano loses. 
All Newspaper Talk 
Charley Johnston. Moore’s man­ 
ager, arrived next and sputtered 
that he thought the demand * was 
all newspaper talk ” 
Now he be­ 
lieves what he reads in the papers. 
‘ We thought it was just talk, 
although even Moore knew about 
it.” Johnston fumed 
"If the Mar­ 
ciano camp isn’t worried, as they 
claim, why are they worrying about 
the forfeit. 
I ts ridiculous” 
Moore, trailing in his wake, foul­ 
ed up Johnston’s lines 
"I didn t even know about tins 
$100,000 business,” he said. 
Then Julius Helfand, the chair­ 
man of the New York Boxing Com­ 
mission. had his say.
